This interesting and instructive collection of highly apprecia- 
tive opinions honestly prouounced, and laudatory notices passed 
without any bias, by uon-Zoroastrian theologians, thinkers, ex- 
plorers and illustrious men and women of various countries and ages, 
about our holy and renowned prophet Zoroaster, ihe elevated 
position of his system of religion, aud the beauties aud excellences 
of its tenets and doctrines, was begun so far back as A.D. 1894, 
and almost completed towards the middle of 1897, In this latter 
year a portion of it was first publishedin the November-December 
number of the ‘ Rah-e-Roshan,” the well-known monthly journal 
devoted to Zoroastrian religion and philosophy, and was then 
contiaued in its subsequont uumbers, But as, on account of 
certain unforeseen circutistances, the whole of it could not be pub- 
lished in that monthly, we feel great pleasure now in thus com- 
pleting the whole collection ina book-form and laying it before the 
reading public. 

We think, a word of explanation is due, as regards the title of 
this book. In Gujarati it is “ Opinions of enlightened non-Zoroas- 
trians on Din-bch-Mazdayasni” and in English, “ Enlightened non- 
Zoroastrians on Mazdayasnisin, the Excellent Religion.” At first 
sight it might appear that the attribute © beh” in Gujarati, or 
“ excellent” in English is the outcome of mere bigotry on our part, 
But it is not so. There is no bigotry in the use of it, for the 
application of this attribute is the chief article of faith of every 
staunch Zoroastrian,—nay, it is the condition precedent of initia- 
tion into its sacred tenets, in proof whereof we produce below, 
only three instances from the Avasta —

Moreover, profound thinkers and scholars like Samuel 
Laing, Baker Hudson and others, are known to distinguish 
and pronounce it as ‘the excellent religion.” (See, for ex- 
ample, opinions Nos, 44 and 136.) This should, therefore, be 
our justification—and we submit, a proper justification—for the 
use of the title. 


With a view to enable the reader to estimate accurately 
the foree and importance of the original language of the critics, 
their opinions are given in English, to which is added the 
Gujarati translation of. the same for the information of a large 
number of our Gujarati knowing co-religionists. In making a 
close translation of the original an attempt has also been made 
to render it lucid. 


The reader will find, that the salient and more remarkable 
feature of each opinion in the following pages, is produced by the 
side thereof as a marginal heading, so that the proper significa- 
on and the subject matter of such opinion can be taken in at a 
glance, He may also find the words and expressions of the 
critics to be somewhere erroneous. But they are allowed so to 
appear without any comment on our part, our only object being 
to reproduce the original thoughts of the critics. 


Besides such ancient philosophers and historians as Pliny, 
Strabo and Herodotus, and the philosophers, historians and 
learned men of the current century, there will also be found 
among these critics names of noble men, members of Parliament, 
Governors, Councillors, Judges, Commanders-in-chief, Generals 
Colonels and Civilians. Although the opinions contained in

recent publications on the Zoroastrian religion are also included 

in this book, the compilation cannot, in any sense, be called 

complete. All such compilations must necessarily remain iucom-* 
plete, because the sublime religion of the mighty prophet - 
Zoroaster is so very old, and had at one time spread over such 

vast dominions, and extended its influence over so many coun- 

tries, that it is impossible to collect together all the writings 

about it, dating from remote ages, and scattered over the 

different parts of the globe. Nevertheless, we belive, that all 

our co-religionists will find this compilation very useful, bocause 

ordinary readers canuot command time to peruse, or money to 

purchase, all the books, periodicals and papers from which the 

opinions included in this book have been extracted. Then again, 

it is not posible for all students to come across all such publica- 

tions in the course of their study. It is therefore hoped that 

they also will find this book useful and interesting. 

The opinions denoting the excellence of the Zoroastrian 
mode of disposal of the dead in the Towers of Silence and its 
strict conformity to the principles of sanitary science, have been 
put together in the second part of the present volume, Therein 
will also be found the noteworthy opinions of several of the 
celebrated travellers, noblemen and learned persons, who have 
visited the Towers of Silencein Bombay, These opinions are, 
with the kind permission of the Secretary to the Parseo Pan- 
chayet, taken from the ‘visitors’ book” kept at the Towers, 
A map or plan of a Tower isalso added, which, it is hoped, will 
be found useful in supplying the nocessary information as to its 
construc‘ion, 


Many sublime, and at the same time important and attrac- 
tive reflections about the grevt prophet Zoroaster and his 
exalted religion will be found in these pages, some of the most 
prominent of which, may thus be singled out :— 

1 Zoroaster was the man honoured hy God with a personal miei course, 
he and his age form an important epoch in the development of humanity. 

2 Natwithstanding the chronological confusion about tho age of Zoroas- 
ter, reliable scholars concur in throwing him back into a vast antiquity 

3 The old faith of Zoroaster once illuminated the whole trans-Hima- 
layan world, dominated the minds of ihe onormous mass of poople—nearly 
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twice the present population of India—and swayed the religious thoughts of 
the cultured Greeks and Romans. It is in agreement with the most recent 
discoveries of modern science. 


4 The religion of Zoroaster influenced Judaism, and through Judaism 
Christianity and Mahommedanism. 


5 The Persians, by their religious and philosophical ideas, by their 
literature, laws, and social institutions, influenced the intellectual developmont 


of the whole human race. 


6 In view of the enormous influence of the Avasté upon later Jewish 
and Christian theology, it must justly claim a decisive place in the develop- 
ment of religion, and so even inthe moulding and destiny of the human 


soul. 


7 ‘The Nasks dealt with sciences of every kind, with medicine, astro- 
nomy, agriculture, botany, philosophy, and with the whole range, in fact, of 
sciences and law. 


8 The religion of Zarathustra is a pure Monotheism. 


9 The opinion, so generally entertained now, that Zarathustra preached 
& Dualism, i. ., two distinct gods, a god of good and a god of evil, is owing 
to a confusion of his philosophy with his theology. 


10 The so-called Dualism in Zoroastrianism is but the perfectly scientific 
and philosophical statement of a profound truth. 


11 The Parsees have been charged with being worshippers of the 
visible fire, This is wholy false. They face the fire, as also they do the sun, 
the moon and the sea, as the greatest visible manifestations of the Pure and 
Bright Ormuzd, because in them they picture to themselves the Hidden Light 
of Light, source of all Life to which they give the name of Ormuzd.

18 Purity—Purity in Thought, Purity in Word, Purity in Deed is 
the beginning and the end of the Parsee religion—-this is the Summum bonum, 
this is the key—stone of the mighty arch of Parsee Morality. 


14 It is rarely that one meets with such an eminently practical, whilst 
highly philosophical, presentation of ethical truths asis afforded us in the 
Zoroastrian Scriptures. In ethics the Eranian mind goes much beyond ours, 
and even boldly contradicts our principles, 
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15 ‘Lhe Dokhma brings us to the contemplation of the most oxtraordi- 
nary refinement of logical consistency ever achioved by human brains. 


16 The Parsec method of disposing of their dead bodies is as porfect as 
anything can be in a sanitary poini of view. 


The above mentioned reflections and others ofa similar 
nature contained in this volume, will go to show that some of 
the learned men have expressed them with so much reverence 
and regard for our religion, keeping their minds singulary free 
from any bias which may be supposed to be engendered by a 
distinction of caste or creed, and have shown such high appre- 
ciation that we, at least for the time being, forget that they 
profess any religion other than our own. If the same noble 
sympathy by which the truth-seckers of other persuasions are, 
like a magnet, drawn tu Mazdayasnism be created in tho hearts 
of those of our co-religionists, who may have grown indifferent 
or apathetic towards it, partly un account of the utter ignorance 
of the philosophy underlying the precepts of their own religion, 
and partly owing to their haviuy a vory superficial knowledge 
of the western philosophy and science,—if they are induced to 
study their own splendid religion and strictly observe its tenets 
and commandmonts,—nay, if this book contributes, in the least 
degree, towards the propagation of the knowledge of the Maz- 
dayasnian religion, we shall think ourselves amply repaid for all 
the labour we have bestowed over its publication. 


Tn conclusion, we sincerely express our feelings of gratitude 
to our friend, the late Mr. Dordbji Edalji Antia, the obliging pro- 
prietor of the “ Rah-e-Roshan ” for facilitating the publication 
of this collection in the columns of his jourual. Our thanks are 
also due to Mr. Navroji Mancherji Mobedjina, the able editor of 
the above journal, and to our worthy friend, Mr. Manchershih 
Cawasji Doctor, for the valuable advice and assistance so kindly 
given by them.

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Zend-Avesta revolves around the person of Zcrosdster, or Zarathustra. 
In the Gathas of the Yagna, the oldest of the sacred books, he is designated 
“the pure Zarathustra, good in thought, speech and work.” Zarathustra 
only is said to know the precepts of Ahura-Mazda (Ormazd), and that he 
shail be made skilful in speech. In one of the GAth4s he asserts, his wish 
to bring knowledge to the pure, in the power of Ormazd, to give them 
happiness. The “end-Avesta is a liturgy-—a collection of hymns, prayers, 
invocations and thanks-givings...... From Ormazd comes all that is 
tpure; from Ahriman all that isimpure. Bodily purity is no less worthy 
than moral purity. This is the reason for the many minute precepts re- 
garding bodily cleanliness. The entire liturgie worship hinges vastly on 
this poinb-—(Zhe Unvivalled Wistory of the World, Vol. L, by Isrann Smrra 
OLARE.)

Overhead towards the Hast, 
there was the full-orbed Moon, come out sooner than is wont, lo see, as it 
were, this grand panorama, while towards the West, the Sun,—a rolling ball 
of fire on the top of the horizon-—was slowly sinking down into the deep seas 
beyond Arabia, leaving the world to darkness and to gloom, but nol without 
a silver ling of hope skirting the clouds above!

on the shoxe of the ocean, as the sun was sinking in the sca, and the slender 
silver thread of the crescent moon was faintly shining on the horizon, they 
congregated to perform. their religious rites. Fire was there in its grandest, 
form, the sctling sun, and water in the vast expanse of the Indian Ocean out- 
stretched before them. The varth was under their feet, and wafted across the 
sca the air came laden with the perfumes of “ Araby the blest.” Surely no 
timo or place could be more fitly chosen than this for lifting wp the soul 10 the 
realms beyond sence, I could uot bub participate with these worshippers in 
what was so grandly beutiful. There was ro music save the solemn moan of 
the waves as they bioke into foam on the beach. But where shall we find so 
mighty an organ, or so grand an anthem? Tow inexpressibly sublime the 
scone appeared to me, and how insignificant and unworthy of the wknown 
seemed cyen our cathedrals “made with human hands,” when compared with 
this looking wp through nature unto nature’s God! I stood and drank in the 
serene happiness which seemed to fill the air, Ihave seen many modes and 
forms of worship—some disgusting, others saddening, a few elevating when 
the organ pealed forth its tones, but all poor in comparison with this. Nor do 
I ever expect in all my lite to witness a religious ceremony which will so 
powerfully effect me as that of the Parsecs on the beach of Bombay,’ 

I say Amen with all my heart to Mr. Carnegia, Here is an ideal religious 
ceremony combining all that is most wue, most Louching; and most sublime, in 
the altitude of man towards the Greal Unknown, Compare it with the routine 
of an ordinary English Sunday, and how poor and prosaic does the latter 
appear ! (p. 219)... ,. And now, before T take my final leave of the reader, let 
me for a few moments throw the reins on the neck of fancy, and suppose myself

Every report that we heard on the spot, confirmed what different travellers

No- 
where do we meet with conceptions which approximate 
so closely to a pure monotheism, nowhere is the notion 
of the Deity so free from human adjuncts, nowhere is 
the purely spixitual part of religion worked out with — 
such exactness and preciseness. If this in itself is suffi- 


cient to awaken universal interest, it must undoubtedly do so far more power- 
fully when we learn that this religion is not the result of a long unconscious 
development, but, on the contrary, rather the outcome of conscious speculation. 
The Avesta religion was founded in Eastern Ivan, and its institution is con- 
nected with the name of Zarathushtra. Zarathushtra himself must have 
brought it already to perfection, as the legends of the Parsees indicate, on the 
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soil of Mcdia, whence he must have diffused it through the Eastern provinces. 
Every founder of religion works with the aid of materials acquired from history. 
The Christian doctrine rests upon the basis of the old Judaic religion, Mahomet 
attempts to unite both Christianity aud Judaism, while Zarathushtra grounds 
his work upon the old Avian religion of nature, which the Iranian nation 
shared with the Indian people........ In the place of the vague and ir- 
regular nature-worship, there appears a solid, compact, consistent system, The 
tonor of ihe new doctrine was cgsentially moral. (Introduction, pp. xxiv-xxv). 
Sawed geet .. . However obvious the similarity betweeu the God of Israel * 
and the God of the Mazdyasna may be, still I reject entircly the assumption 
that the Avesta people have borrowed from the Jews. Upon the Iranian soil 
a narvowly-confined nation has, independently and of itself, attained that high 
conception of God, which, with the exception of the Jews, was never attained 
by any Arian, Semitic, or Tiiranian tribe.—(Civilizalion of the Eastern 
Ivanians in Ancient Times, by Dx, WILUELM GEtaEn, translated from the 
German, by Ddrdb Dastur Peshotan Sunjdnd, B.A., Vol, 1, Introduction, 
Pp.

Now I believe that all ethics to be of any value must be founded upon. 


the unassailable rock of Divinity. They must bear, so to speak, “the guinea 
stamp” clearly and readably impressed in their substance ; they must 
carry the image and superscription of the Divine, to pass as current 
coin which all can honour ; and I hope to be able to shew that the ethical 
teachings of Zoroaster fulfil these demands to the fullest extent. 

The ultimate conception of Zoroaster was the Unity of God--a Unity 
which to him could only be looked upon as Goodness, and this Divine Unity 
is at the root of his ethical teachings—(BarRKER Hupson on he 
Ethical system of Zoroaster, vide “The Theosophist” April, 1896, p. 402.)

The Nasks treated of religion, morals, civil 
government, politiesl economy, medicine, botany, astronomy, and other 
sciences. The students of the Zoroastrian lore were therofore proficient 
scholars. Domokritos, of Abdera, who was oducated by Persians and pro- 
fessed their religion, was distinguished as a physician and philosopher. . 

He 
had boon instructed by the Egyptian priosts; yet his doctrines were cssen- 
tially Zoroastrian.

This terminology, if vecurting dnly fevely in these especial fornis, is

as We should be in doubt as to the existence of those ideas in very many 
passages were it not for these romarkeble, if somewhat widely soparated, 
wecurrtences. And they are, of counse’ important to a history of intellectual 
development, as showing a capacity to define conceptions in this refined 
manner ata time prior to other attempts, and ina place and under ci 
eumsiance amidst which one might least expect to find such a state of 
things. Where in all the ther extant literature of which we have any 
certain knowledge can such penetrating distanctions be found? 








Tt is generally conceded that Yarathushtra antedated the earliest of the 
speculative Greeks who philosophised at all on his lines; and if ancient 
Tran was not as beroft of intellectual culture as we naturally suppose it te 
have been, the possibility that it was not thus untutored is only shown hy 
this very terminology and the other related chavacteristis, ITerc, then, is 
a hegemony in intellect as to this particular, so far as I can see. 


If there were not a ntechanical histovical priority, so to speak, in the 
actual dates of the enouncement of these distinctions and all that they im- 
plied, then there was indecd a rational prioity, if not an actual isolation, 
in the appearance of such an advanced development as arising ont of such 
apparently unpromising antecedents, and maintaining itself in despite of 
the still persisting concomitant cirewnstances, Unless we deny that the 
Rig Veda is closely related to the Avesta (so that they belong almost to« 
gother in such a discussion as this), where do we find such a refined system 
arising out of an unknown abyss, and whore in the early Rk itself do we 
find such astonishing discriminations? Also, the eitegether remarkable 
grouping of those abstrach maines which afterwards hecame the Aime 
shaspends, although loosely tracenble in the Rig Veda, isa proof of the- 
advanced development.

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Ahura Mazda is a spiritual God (in the Gathas) evon more bereft of 
nuthropomorphic paganism than the early Jewish Yehveh in somo of Hig 
manifestations, All conceivable good is gathered and centred in Him (the 
Good God), Ahura, and all concoivable evil is gathered in Angra Mainyu; 
a polarity of thought becomes pronounced ; and the most marked theologi- 
eal dualism which has ever been formulated presents itself: the Good God 
could not prevent the evolution of evil charactoristics in the beings whow 
He created, nor could the evil forea prevent the evolution of what is good, 

Surely this was no trivial phenomenon. It seems to me to haye been 
eminently important and decidedly hard-headed. Jt gathered up all those 
elements of dualism which had been recognized in all religions pieviously, 
ond which have been recugnizod in other religions ever since. Even our 
Christianity must ackvowledye that the possibility of ovil inheres in the 
possibility of good, it bsing inconceivable that God Himself could have 
made a world withous it; it is the most commonplace of questions, But no 
one had at any previous poriod of time pretended to state its chief condi- 
tion so bluntly as Zavathushtva. (pp. 4-6)..........+..

With explanatory Notes relating to the Mode of the Disposal of Dead Badies of the Paraces, 
By Ale, Nawserwanjt Byrauji, late Secretary, Parsee Panchayet. 


PA rntalek hemes, 


Tutt cirenlar platform inside the Tower, about 800 feet in circumference, fa 
entirely paved with large stone slabs weil cemented, and divided into three rows 
af shallow open receptacles, corresponding with the three moral precepts of the 
Zoroastrian Religion—" good deeda,” “ good words,” “ good thoughts,” 


Firat row for corpres of males (marked A), 

Second row for corpses of females (marked B), 

Third row for corpses of children (marked C), 

The clothes wrapped round the corpses are removed and destroyed imme 
diately after they are placed in the Tower ;—“ Naked we come into this world 


and naked we ought to leave il,” 

Foat paths for corpse-bearers to move about (morked D), 

A. deep central wallin the Tower, about 150 feet in circumference (the sides 
and bottom of which are also payed with stone slabr), is used for depositing the 
dry bones, ‘The corpse is completely stripped of its flesh by vultures withm an 
hour or two, and the bones of the denuded skeleton when perfectly dried up by 
atmospheric influences and the powerful heat of the tropical sun, are thrown into 
this well, where they gradually cramble into dust chially consisting of lime and 
phosphorus ;—thus the rich and the poor meet together on one level of equality 
after death, 

There are holes in the inner sides of the well through which the rain-water 
ia carried into four underground drains (marked sf at the base of (ha Lower, 
These drains are connected with four underground wells (marked @), the bottoms 
of which ave covered with a thick Inyer of sand, Pieces of charcoal and rand» 
stone are also placed at the end of each drain, which are renewed from time to 
jime, These double sets of fillers are provided for purifying the rainswarer 
passing over the bones, before it enters the gronnd—thua observing one of the 
tenets of the Zoroastrian Religion that *The Mother Marth shall not be defiled,” 

‘Lhe vultures (nature’s acavenyors) do their work much more expeditiously 
than millions of insects would do, iF dond bodies were buried In the ground, By 
this rupid process, putrefaction, with all its Concomlwunt evils, is most effectually 
prevented, ; ; 

According fo the Zeronstrian Religion, Rarth, Fire ahd Water are sacred 
and very uselul to mankind, and in oader to avoid thelr pollution by contact with 
putrefying flesh, the “oroastrion Religion strictly, enjoins that the dead bodies 
should not be buried fn the ground, or burnt, or thrown fnto sens, rivers, &e. 


In accordance with the religious injunctions, the Parsees Luild their Towers 
of Silence on the tops of hills if available, No expense ia spared in consirusting 
them of tho hardest and beat materials, with a view that they may Jast for 
centuries withont the possibility of pollutting the Earth, or contaminating any 
living beings dwelling thereon, 

Llowever distant may be the house of a deceased person, whether righ or 
poor, high or Jow in rank, he has always a walling frnertl—bis body ig carried 
to the Towers of Silence on an iron bier by official corpsesbearers, and is followed 
in ptogession by the mourners, relutives and friends, dre-sed in white flawing full 
dress robes, walking behind in pairs, and each couple joined hand in hand by 
holding a while handkerchief between them in token of aympathelio grief. 

The corpse-benrers are divided into two classes, namod Nasgnaalara and 
Khandhias, the former having gone through certain religious ceremonies are alone 
privileged tu curry the corpses into the Towers, No one else can enter or touch
